Councillors were tery gratified at 


the Annual Meeting of the town Coun- 
cil held Monday night, when they were 
actually outnumbered by ratepayers. 
Copies of the Financial Statement 
were circulated and Mayor Gannon 
led a discussion and asked for any 
questions on it. Odd points that were 
somewhat clouded were cleared up sat- 
isfactorily. 

The item most interesting to a mum- 
ber of ratepayers the position 
taken by the town regarding the water 
problem. In this connection it was 
made clear that the town has subcrib- 
ed to an amount of $200 as a minimum 
This was compared to the action taken 
by other interested towns, and it was 
shown that Strathmore’s position was 
even better than that of those men- 
tioned. The point was. brought out 
and made quite clear that there was 
to be no more free water. The amount 
mentioned above may of course be in- 
creased if necessary. 

A committee from the Lions consist- 
in of A. D. Shrimpton and Dr. Giffen, 
brought to the meeting word of a dis- 
cussion which had taken place at the 
Lions and A. D. Shrimpton also com- 
plimented the town on the action they 
had taken. 

Interposed at this time was mention 
of an old survey that was made to 
estimate the cost of irrigating lots in 
town and a figure that included buried 
mains and laterals ran to some ten or 
twelve thousand dollars. With an 
eye to insuring water for Strathmore 
it was felt that money spent in such a 
way would be better used towards a 
fresh water supply. fany points were 
brought out on this. Increased value 
to property, possibility of attracting 
immirant settlers at the end of the 
war, the attraction such a system 
would offer to farmers retiring, and 
finally, the strong possibility that, 
brought in as an after-the-war con- 
struction project, it might well be 
supported by the Federal Government. 

A motion by A. D. Shrimpton and 
seconded by Mrs. Moore that the 
meeting go on record as desiring the 
new council to retain an engineer to 
submit a report on the cost of putting 
in a water system or of putting in a 
water and sewage system separately 
or collectively, either to be supplied 
from McAllistair Lake was carried. 

A question was raised regarding the 
method of raising the money for pay- 
ment of irrigation water costs to the 
town. The opinion was voiced that 
there were remarkably few ratepayers

Production Objectives— 
Or Expectations? 


For two years, Dominion and Pro- 
vincial Government officials have 
announced definite production objec- 
tives in plenty of time for farmers to 
plan their own programmes. The 
1944 objectives, made public over a 
month ago, have had time to ‘soak 
in.’ Will they be met? 


In looking over the published 
figures, I, for one, find it difficult to 
distinguish between hopes and 
expectations. The Dominion-Pro- 
vincial Conference favoured no 
increase in wheat acreage; but in 
view of the relation between the 
price of wheat and other farm pro- 
duce, and the discontinuance of 
wheat acreage reduction payments, 
a considerable increase is probable. 
+ The figures published for oil seed 
crops are puzzling when considered 
in the light of Mr. Gardiner’s 
statement, as quoted in the “Farm 
News Press Clip Sheet, No. 424,” 
which reads in part, “Of special 
products, such as oil producing 
plants (crops) ... it is hoped that 
some improvement in quantity will 
be accomplished.” But the 1944 
“objective” for oil seed crops is 
given, on the same page, as 2,005,700 
acres—only 66% of the 1943 acre- 
age! For what it is worth, we offer 
the opinion that the objective will 
win and the Minister's hope will 
lose, unless the price for flaxseed is 
fixed at a very attractive level 

Tho farmer will be governed very 
largely by what will pay and by 
what the United Nations need. He 
has, to some extent, sacrificed the 
former for the latter; but can only 
go so far. We mustn’t expect to 
get flax without paying what it costs.

CANADA’S NATIONAL HISTORIC 
PARKS 
Be ee 


Overlooking the majestic St. Law- 
rence River at Prescott, Ontario, Fort 
Wellington National Historic Park is 
a vivid reminder of days gone by when 
the now peaceful International Bound- 
ary between Canada and the United 
States bristled with military posts. 
The park contains well preserved fort- 
ifications originally erected during the 


war of 1912-14 for the defence: of com- 
munication between Kingston and 
Montreal. It is named after .he zreat 


Duke of Wellington. 

Although never besieged, Fort Wel- 
lington figured in two attacks m de by 
its garrison on Ogde sburg, d'recily 
across the St. Lawrence River. The 
second attack, in 1813, resulted in the 
capture of that town, and the command 
of the river. During the rebellion of 
1837-38, the fort neglect-d from 1815, 
was repaired and the large blockhouse 
within the earthworks rebuilt in its 
present substantial fo:m. 


The fortifications consist of earth 
works, pentagonal in sha>e - surroun 
ed by a palisade and dry ditch - whicb 


enclose the blockhouce. The latter is
